Attorney General Asked to Give 


Ruling on New Law Which 
Would Give Mayors Power to 
"Can" Heads of Police and Fire 
Departments 


Whether or no; Mayor Cassiag- 


liaiu and other executives of Ohio 
municipalities will 
IK- permitted 


to discharge chiefs of police at 
their pleasure, between August 1. 
1913 and January 1. 1!>14, despite 
the questionable "slip" in the- new 
civil service law, seems To be an 
iindeeid«.-d question still, accord- 
ing to a dispatch from Columbus 
Wednesday. 
It is stated that At- 


torney Genera! Hogan has receiv- 
ed requests from vaVious cities, to 
construe the law. The dispatch 
is as follows:

would be without the protec- 
tion of the civil service, giv- 
ing ris- 10 the belief 
that 


their services could be dis- 
pensed with during that in- 
terim by mayors, regardless 
of whether there was excuse 
for this or not.

Some pointers For Grower* of Tim- 


othy and Clover to Bear In Mind. 
Timothy may !>e cut In the forenoon 


as soon as the dew Is off and raked 
into windrows immediately after din- 
ner if the weather Is dry and clear. 
Any hay preserves best its color, aro- 
n>a and palatability by l>eing shocked 
or placed in the stact in the greenest 
possible condition without being so 
green that heating or molding- will oc- 
cur. 


If the timothy Is very heavy and Is 


exposed to dew or a light shower be- 
fore it is raked It will frequently be 
necessary to use the tedder in order to 
shape It up thoroughly and get rid of 
moisture. 


Except in the case of small fields un- 


der conditions which would not justify 
an outlay for machinery, there is very 
little of the hay crop which goes into, 
the old tin;e shock. TnS is undoubted- 
ly a ver> satisfactory way of curing 
hay in its best condition, especially if 
protected by a shock cover, but where 
large amounts are to be handled it is 
better economy to place it in a mow 
or stack it directly from the windrow. 


Clover Is best cut when it Is in full 


bloom, but ir !« better to cut it earlier 
than this rather than later. If cutting 
Is delayed until some of the clover 
blossoms mature and turn dark there 
is likely to be n heavy los< of foliage 
ami a consequent deterioration la feed-
